The undersigned hereby states that the Office Action mailed from the Office on 
March 21, 2006 was not received by the practitioner and that a search of the file jacket 
and docket records indicate that the Office Action was never received. 

In brief. Applicant filed a Power of Attorney on December 9, 2005 executed by 
the assignee of record revoking a previous Power of Attorney to Barnes & Thomburg 
LLP. Applicant filed a response on January 27, 2006 to an outstanding Restriction Office 
Action mailed December 27, 2005. The Patent Office issued a . new Office Action on 
March 21, 2006 and mailed the new Office Action to the revoked counsel Barnes & 
Thomburg LLP. The Applicant obtained the Notice of Abandonment mailed November 
16, 2006 through a periodic diligence check and files this Petition to Withdraw the 
Holding of Abandonment. 
I. Statement of Facts. 

On December 9, 2005, Applicant filed a Power of Attorney and Statement under 
37 C.F.R. § 3.73(b) executed by the assignee of record to prosecute the subject 
application.

Applicant timely filed a response on January 27, 2006 to the outstanding 
Restriction Office Action mailed December 27, 2005.

Revoked counsel Barnes & Thomburg LLP faxed a Change of Correspondence 
Address with the Patent Office on February 9, 2006. Attached as Exhibit D is a true and 
correct copy of the Change of Correspondence Address form downloaded from Private 
PAIR. No new Revocation Power of Attorney and/or Statement under 37 C.F.R § 
3.73(b) was attached or enclosed to said Change of Correspondence Address. 

On March 2 1 , 2006, the Patent Office issued a second Office Action and 
incorrectly mailed the second Office Action to revoked counsel Barnes & Thomburg 
LLP.

On November 16, 2006, the Patent Office issued a Notice of Abandonment and 
again incorrectly mailed the Notice of Abandonment to revoked counsel Barnes & 

Attached as Exhibit G is a true and correct copy of the Notice of 
Abandonment downloaded from Private PAIR. A due diligence review of patent 
applications on the USPTO's Public and Private Patent Application Information Retrieval
